It  should  he  noted  that  althou^  the  hirth  rate  is  9.1  compared  with 
15.7  for  England  and  vVales  generally,  tliis  is  the  crude  birth  rate,  i,e,  has 
not  been  adjusted  according  to  age  and  sex  distribution  of  population.  The 
fact  for  instance  that  about  2,000  populate  the  Cal derst ones  Mental  Hospital, 
and  are  included  in  the  population  of  the  Clitheroe  Rural  District,  malces  the 
birth  rate  appear  less  than  it  would  be  if  the  Clitheroe  Rural  District  had  a 
more  normal  popiolation,  this  however  does  not  explain  the  fall  in  birth  rate 
in  this  area  from  10.7  in  1955  to  9.1  in  1956. 

However  if  the  birth  rate  this  year  is  low,  so  also  is  the  death  rate  (9.8 
for  1956  as  con^sared  with  11,0  for  1955  and  as  compared  with  11,7  for  England 
and  cfales  generally  in  1956.) 

The  post  war  peak  birth  rate  for  England  and  Tales  was  20,5.  i^fter  that 
there  was  a gradual  decline,  but  the  Mnistry  of  Health  state  that  a fairly 
stable  le^/el  of  natability  has  non/  been  reached  and  that  the  level  of  the  birth 
rate  whuch  has  apparently  stabilised  is  high  enough  for  the  replacement  of  the 
popiilation  - that  is  when  the  children  no;?-  being  bom  have  grown  up  they  will 
constitute  the  same  number  of  adults  of  child  bearing  age  as  there  are  in  the 
popialation  at  the  present  time.

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It  wj.ll  te  seen  that,  comparing  the  figure ft>r  the  death  r^te  of  9,8 
per  1000  \n.th  the  birth  rate  of  9,1  per  1000,  there  is  bxv  excess  of  deaths 
over  births  of  0,7  per  1000,  virhich  is  no  way  to  maintain  the  population  of 
the  district.  HcjV'rever  last  year  excess  of  death*s  o\’-er  birtl'is  in  the  district 
was  1.6  per  1000,  so  that  there  is  an  improvement  this  year  of  0,9  1000, 

For  England  and  Wales  generally  there  was,  as  usual,  an  excess  of  births  over 
deaths,  the  figure  for  1956  being  4.0  per  1000. 

Eoughly  speaking  a child  bom  nov^/’  is  likely  to  live  15  years  longer  than 
a child  born  in  1910.  This  advance  woiold  seem  in  part  due  to  advance  in  public 
health  measures  and  partly  to  the  better  conditions  of  life  generally.

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  generally  regarded  as  a fairly  reliable 
index  as  to  the  heeith  of  the  people.  Oar  average  figure  (1951-55)  of  12.6 
deaths  to  every  1,000  hir-chs  ccmpares  very  favourably  with  the  average  of 
26.8  for  England  and  Wales  generally  but  -v^hen  ’re  remember  that  tiiis  figure 
was  not  26.8  but  55.3  in  the  period  average  1936  - 1^0  we  see  there  have 
been  great  advances  in  the  care  of  infants  even  since  1936  - 40.  The  care 
of  health  visitors,  the  provision  of  cheap  milk  and  free  vitamins  and 
immunisation  schemes  doubtless  all  have  a part  to  play  in  this. 

In  1955  there  were  no  deaths  in  the  district  of  infants  ui-jier  one  year 
of  age,  and  again  in  1956  we  had  no  such  deaths. 

Although  as  stated  great  success  has  attended  the  campaign  to  reduce 
deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life,  nothing  like  this  success  has  attended 
efforts  to  reduce  the  death  rate  in  the  first  month  of  life  (Weo~Natal 
Death  Rate),  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate.  However  this  hard  core  is  being 
tackled  with  increasing  effort  and  there  is  some  little  improvement  bexng 
shown.

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B.  GEMZR/iL  PROVISION  OF  HEPLTH  SFHVTOES. 


The  Lancashire  Govjity  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority  maintai.ns  a 
comprehensive  rar^ge  of  Services  --  including  Ante-Nats.!  clinics.  Child  v'lTeLfare 
clinics  and  School  Medical  services  - Medical  and  Dental.  There  i.s  provision 
for  Child  Guidance. 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in 
Blackburn,  Acciington,  Preston  and  Burnley.  There  is  also  access,  where  / 

required,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  other  Hospitals. 

Provision  is  made  for  Maternity  Cases  at  EraxiLey  Mea.de,  Wnalley,  Queen’s 
Park  Hospital,  Blackburn,  an.d  Preston  Royal  Infimsry.  Should  it  be  more 
convenienc,  rural  district  patients  are  at  liberty  to  attend  the  Child.  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Clithcroe  and  the  class  for  Rslaocation  end  Exercises  for  Expectant 
Mothers  both  held  wsek3.y,  aJ-so  the  monthly  Ants-Natal  Cliiic.  Ml  these  clinics 
were  transferred  to  Eastham  House,  Eshton  Terrace,  Clitheroe  in  an*! 

1996  those  Rural  District  patients  who  attend  the  Clitheroe  Clj.nic  e:rpressed 
appreciation  of  the  transfer  to  the  nevir  premises  v/hich  has  obviated  the  need 
to  climb  the  Hill  and  push  the  pram  to  the  former  premises  at  Clither’oe  Castle. 
Cliatbum  and  district  patients  are  catered  for  at  Cha.t'bunn  Institute  on  the 
2nd  and  Ath  Thursdrys  each  month,  ifiballey  and  distrj.ct  at  the  Methodj.st  School 
on  Mondajr  af  i;emoonn,  Chipping  and  district  at  the  Village  Ha.il  on  the  2nd  and 
Ath  Thursdays  of  each  month. 

There  is  an  .Ante-Natal  Clini-C  at  Bramlqy  Meade  Maternity  Hospital,  Vfhalley. 
This  is  conducted  b^v  a Coiss’Mtin.g  Obstetrician  from  the  Blackburn  Grc'up  of 
Hospitals  and  is  held  tvrice  a month. 

Park  Lee  Hospital,  Blackburn  is  available  for  Infectious  Diseases  cases. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  piX'vided  by  the  Lancashix'e  County  Council, 


Laborator;}’^  facilities  are  available  at  the  Blackburn  and  Ea.st  I-ancashl-re 
Royal  Inrirmary  and  Prestan  Royal  Infirmary,  These  labora.toty  facilities  are 
also  used  by  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  area.  The  doctors  of  the  district 
appreciate  the  fact  that  the  authorities  of  the  Blackburn,  Accrington  and  Burnley 
hospitals  have  granted  them  open  and  direct  access  to  the  X-ray  depaj.'tments  of 
their  hospitals. 

There  is  a Pathological  Clinic  at  Cl.itheroe  Hospital  as  a sub -laboratory 
of  Blackburn  Rp;>’-al  Iriimary,  This  is  coriucted  by  Dr,  Spink  and  his  colleague 
Pathologists  to  the  Blackburn  Gimip  of  Hospitals.  Bacteri-olcgical,  Pathological, 
Chemical  and  Blood  exsmi.nations  are  undertslcen  and  local  doctors  are  at  liberty 
to  refer  Rural  District  Pa-tiients  there  for  ary  necessar^T"  tests  thus  saving 
reference  to  more  distant  hospital  centres.  The  extensive  seralce  new  provided 
is  2much  appreciated.  The  patliologists  attend  every  Yfednesday  mcmlng  at  9 a.m, 
arl  if  the  pstd.ents  are  unfit  to  attend,  at  the  laboratory,  the  pathologist,  visits 
them  at  their  avvn  home  on  request  from  their  doctor. 

Ikq^siotherapy _Cenc-re,  Clitheroe  This  centre  was  opened  in  March, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Clitheroe  Nursing  Association  with 
considerable  support  fimm  the  Trustees  of  the  Whalley  and  District  Nursing 
Association  snd.  tne  PlbbJ.esdale  District  Nursing  Association.  It  is  available 
to  any  patients  In  the  Rijiral  District  requiring  treatment.  It  is  not  a part  of 
the  Natiorial.  Heslth  Service  and  so  a small  charge  has  to  be  made  for  treatm.ent. 
The  centre  is  in  charge  of  a Trained  Physiotheropist  and  Assistant  and  provides 
for  the  usual  treatments  - massage,  remedial  exercices,  diotherrry,  ijnfra-red 
and  sun-ray  &c.  Caces  are  referv'ed  by  their  own  doctor  and  again  it  i.s  helpfM 
that  patients  need  not  travel  to  distant  hospital  centres  for  treatment’  and  that 
doctors  can  provide  continuity  of  treatment,  and  tby  appreciate  open  acd^ess  to 
a centre  providing  this  type  of  treatment, 

A domiciliary  physiotherapy  service  woiiLd  be  of  benefit  for  bed-fast 
and  hoiisebci.md  patients  in  this  scattered  area,  but  shortage  of  staff  and  raony^ 
appears  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

An  Old  People’s  Club  was  opened  in  Lowersate,  Clitheroe  in  October,  1954 
and  a fevT  old  people  in  the  eastern,  pcortion  of  the  district  make  use  of  this 
social  centre.

The  total  cases  notified  shOTrs  an  increase  of  twelve  on  the  previous 
year,  ^’here  wore  incroaac-s  in  C3.ses  of  Scarlet  Fever  (8  : 2),  iThoopang 
Cov^h  (35  ; li),  Riex-p^cral  Rc'exia  (^i-  ; O),  Undulant  F^er  ( l ; 0),  hut 
dvccreaijes  in  Measles  (39  : ^5),  Acute  Fneurnonaa.  (;?  ; 6j 

The  Measles  epidemic,  was  fairly  mild^  and.  there  were  no  deaths. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  of  the  eases  of  Scarlet  Fe'/er^were 
sufficiently  severe  as  to  rec_uire  hospitalisation.  This  cUsoase,  often  so 
severe  and  dreaded  fifty  years  ago,  has  now  hecome  so  ridld  as  to  rarely  cause 
anriet;/. 

Per  the  eighth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  "been  reported, 
this  represents  a gi^at  triumph  for  the  discoverers  of  immunisation. 

The  fever  hospitals  of  this  coiintry  were  originadly  huilt  large  ^enough 
to  accommodate  cases  of  scarlet  fearer  and  aAphthe:cia.  ^ It  is  gratifying  that 
they  are  needed  less  and  less  in  this  ccnnecticn  and  ihat  tneir  heas  a.c’e 
available  for  other  piryjoses. 

There  is  a tendency  for  parents  to  neglect  to  have  the?.r  children 
inscund-sed  "because  they  are  too  young  to  have  seen  dir-hih.eria  and  it;s  ravages. 

But  if  people  go  slack  in  these  matters  the  scourge  v/ill  return,  ^ The 
of  freedom*  is  constant  -^gilan.ce.  Fortunately  the  parents  in  this  ^ disunct 
are  very  co-operaccive  and  now  immunisation  agai/ast  whooping  cough  is  so  Oiten 
given  at  the  same  time,  and  often  agadnst  tetanus  (locm-gaw)  as  well,  it  is 
likely  that  the  good  response  v/ill  "be  continued. 

In  the  spr3.ng  iinraunisation  against  poliomEj-elitis  was  offered  to^chil^en 
of  ce^iain  acce  dtcaius.  There  was  some  hesitation  about  accepting  this  offer 
but  it  is  gratifyiri  to  learn  that  the  tdghest  ra.te^of  acceptances  for  any 
local  autho:.d.ty  in  the  adraird.strative  County  viras  Clitherce  R.D^C,  v/ith  an 
acceptance  rate  cf  ol%  against  the  Health  Division  5 of  and  against 

the  County  average  rate  of  approximately  2kfo- 

An  extensive  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a nei.gbbouring  district 
in  November  and  December,  i9565'but  for’eunately  no  case  occurred  in  tins  district, 
However  tlie  outbreak  has  made  the  local  population  mors  aware  of  the  d^ers 
of  poliomyelitis  and  doubtless  when  imimmisation  against  this  disease  is 
more  generally  offered  in  1957  parents  wdll  not  hesitate  but  take  full  advantage 
of  the  opporturdties  p.rovided. 

Only  three  cases  of  pneumonia  (primary  and  influensal)  were  notified  as 
occurro-ng  in  1956,  but  as  five  persons  were  notified  as  d.ying  from  pne-omonia 
there  must  be  some  failure  to  make  03?ficial  notification  of  pneumonia  vinder 
the  uro  vis  ions  of  the  InfectioiAS  Disease  ITobif  ication  Act.  This  may  apply  to 
other  typos  of*  infections  disease.

These  figures  show  an  increase  of  7 Respiratory  and  one  Non-respiratoiy . 
These  figures  aire  worse  then  we  have  had  for  some  time,  and  are  in  part  due  to 
the  careful  screerlng  of  the  population  by  mass  radiography  and  other  routine 
surveys.  These  surve5’’s  produce  crops  of  notifications  of  early  cases  at  a 
stags  when  treatment  can  be  most  effectively  applied.  Of  the  8 ptfLmonary  cases, 
three  including  one  attendant  were  from  a local  institution,  a fouri'h  case  was 
notified  from  a military  camp  elsewhere,  and  at  least  2 of  the  remaining  4 
cases  were  the  direct  resifLt  of  a mass  radiography  survey  in  the  area. 

All  the  cases  are  followed  up  by  the  local  chest  clinics  and  all  known 
close  contacts  traced  and  screened  and  appropriate  pre^/entive  measures  taken,

In  an  endeawur  to  provide  a better  water  supply  at  such  periods  and  to 
reduce  the  load  on  the  filters  it  is  proposed  to  install  a Closed  Pressure 
Sett?.ing  Tank,  the  scheme  has  received  }.'ilnisterlal  consent  and  installation  of 
the  tank  will  take  place  durdng  1957- 

Stonyborst  College  provides  its  ovm  supply,  viThich  is  filtered  but  net 
chlorinated,  to  the  various  college  buildings  and  estate  farms  and  properties. 
Woodfields  bamlet  is  also  st^plied  from  the  College  reservoir, 

Bupplies  to  numbers  of  piroperties  in  this  parish  are  also  made  available 
by  Preston  and  Blackburn  Corporations,  Preston  Rural  District  Co-uncil, 
Co-operative  \3/hDlesale  Society  Ltd.,  and  private  and  estate  supplies.

Chatbum. 

Council  ’ s mains  s\:pply  untreated  v/ater  obtained  in  biolk  from  the  privately 
owned  supply  of  Lord  Clitheroe,  The  source  of  the  supply  is  a number  of  springs 
on  Dowrhsm  Moor,  which  supply  various  farms  and  feed  via  a ij."  dia.  cast  iron 
main  into  a Service  Tank  of  12,000  gallons  capacity  at  a level  of  630  feet  O.D. 

Prom  the  tank  a 6"  main  feeds  Downham  Village  reducing  after  the  village 
to  a V*  to  Cliatbum,  the  supply  being  metered  near  the  Chatbum  boundary. 

3"  dia.  branch  mair^  distribute  the  supply  within  the  Chatbum  Village. 

The  average  daily  consijmption  of  Chatbum  village  is  approximately  50,000 
gallons  per  day,  more  than  four  times  the  capacity  of  the  storage  tank. 

In  view  of  the  lack  of  storage  facilities  to  allow  for  drought  periods  the 
Co\incil's  ConsvJLting  Engineer  is  preparing  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  a 
satisfactory  v>rater  sxjpply. 


The  second  portion  of  the  Chipping  and  Thomley  Water  Scheme  was  completed 
during  the  year.  This  scheme  collects  spring  water,  in  the  ownership  of  the 
Earl  of  Derby,  into  the  newly  constructed  Saddle  Reservoir,  capaci-ty  60,000 
gallons.  On  leaving  the  reservoir  the  water  is  chlorinated  and  the  new  and 
old  mains  feed  the  Chipping  and  Thomley  Villages.  The  new  pipes  make  a svpply 
available  to  mary  outlying  properties  which  previously  depended  on  meagre 
supplies. 

The  completion  of  the  work  also  enables  water  from  Saddle  Reservoir  to  be 
pumped  by  means  of  the  Pumping  Station  at  Arbour  Lane  up  to  ?foodstraw  Reseivoir 
which  feeds  the  Thomley  area, 
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Tb.e  Council  decided  to  make  free  connections  to  their  mains  and  to  lay 
the  conmurdcation  pipe  at  their  esrpenss  until  March,  1957  to  encotirage  cn/ners 
to  proceed  quickly  in  t.ald.ng  water  ficm  the  ncv/  supply.  The  response ^has  so

In  times  of  shortage  of  water  tney  have^ 
always  been  the  first  to  be  without  water  and  to  receive  intermittent  sx^plies. 

The  con.struction  of  the  new  reservoir  at  ^Yhalley  will  remedy  the  shortage  in 
this  area.

The  completion  of  the  second  part  of  the  Chipping  and  ThornLey  Water 
Scheme  during  the  year  made  a su^jply  available  to  many  outlying  properties. 

It  also  enabled  the  whole  of  the  Chipping  and  Thomley  areas  to  be  supplied 
by  water  from  Saddle  Reservoir  , sufficient  quantity  and  pressure  being 
available  at  A rboirr  Lane  Purr^  House  to  allcw  Saddl.e  water  to  be  pumped  up  to 
Woodstraw  Resersroir,  Only  in  times  of  prolonged  drought  Y\rill.l  it  be  necessary 
to  draw  on  E^lde  Water.

Sripplied  from  Council’s  mains  fed  from  springs  and  reservoir  owned  by  the 
Ccn.vricil.“  Filtration  and  Ohlorination  are  carried  out  at  the  Reservoir.  A 
supplement ar^r  supply  in  bulk  from  Clitheroe  Corporation  is  avaj.lable  when  ^ 
required  but"  the  quantity  of  water  available  has  become  less  and  less  especially 
when  most  reo’dred.  Other  emergency  supplies  such  as  i^rc/ibisheps  Mood,  and 
Calico  Priioters  Assoc ie.ticn  Supply  are  available. 

Luring  March  after  a few  weeks  dry  weather,  the  springs  to  the  WhaD.ley 
Reser-rcir  cong>letely  dried  up  and  though  all  emergency  supplies  v/ero  brought 
into  use  the  situation  became  critical, 
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In  viev7  of  the  negotiations  proceeding  for  the  erection  of  a reservoir 
at  WhrJ.le^/  with  a connection  to  the  Ilav/eswater  Aqusd'j.ct,  it  was  decided  to 
lay  an  eroergf-^nc-jr  pipeline  overland  frc-n  the  aqucdnct  to  the  Fioalley 
Ressr'T>iro  A^'rang.crrient.c  were  raade  with  the  Min.lstryj,  'Ihe  Haweswater 
Aqnelnc-I;.

ATMQSPtlFIlIC  POTXUTION. 

There  are  eight  works  chimneys  in  the  district  only  one  of  which  gave  cause 
for  ccoiplainc.  ThJ.s  particular  chiraney  discharges  effluvia  from  a cupola  hlasu 
furnace  and  compl.aint.s  were  received  regarding  the  end-ssion  of  fumes  and  grit. 
Follccnlng  consultation  with  the  iTianageraent  the  emission  of  fumes  was  greatly 
trcrccid'^ed  hy  roduolng  tlie  amount  of  oily  machine  scroj-p  used.  A stan3.ard  spark 
and  grit  a-.rester  is  fitted  to  the  fturnace.  No  further  conrplaints  have  been 
received. 

The  dust  nuisance  at  Chatbum  still  continues  though  fortunately  only 
occasionally.  Ttie  instaU.ation  of  an  eernensive  dust  arrester  plant  does  not 
appear-'  to  live  succe-ssfully  solved  the  problem.  The  nuf-sance  al.-ways  appears 
to  bo  worse  when  the  dry  winds  are  b£o7rf.ng  the  dust  over  Chatbum  valls-ge.

There  wa^  one  case  of  vennd.n  infestation  dturdng  "tiie  year. 

Disinfection  of  premises  was  carried  out  in  8 instances  following  occurrence 
of  infectious  diseases.

All  the  schools  in  the  area  are  now  provided  widh  water  closets  wo.th

A gradual  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  Virasbdng  facxJjfcies  for  schools, 
but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement;  it  being  essential  that  sanita^cy 
facilities  be  as  near  perfection  as  possible,  as  it  is  during  school  life  that 
a child  can.  be  trained  and  guilded  into  forming  good  habits.

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  nxniber  of  paid  cl.ossts  the  Ccnncil  malces  a grant 
avail  ahie  towards  the  cost  of  corr/srsion  to  W.C's  -vTith  connections  to  the  sewer 
wher»e  possihle  or  otherwis’e  septic  ta.rks.  The  grant  is  half  the  cost  with  a 
man'mcjti  cf  £15. 

.•*CC,  refuse  hins  are  emptied  every  twe  weeks.  An  aiditicnal  service  of 
erretrriug  refuse  frera  Hotels  and  Ca.re3  once  a week  is  aindeztalcsn.  The  scheme 
o-ps;.ratea  very  euccessf^dly  and  time  is  available  to  alio?/  the  men  to  maintain 
the  r^^fuse  tips,  whore  pajrtial  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  in  good  order. 

The  ti.ps  are  situated  at  Harst  areen,  llialley,  Chatbum  and  Chipping. 

It  TTas  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  close  the  Col-d  Cotes  tip  after 
apnrorimately  20  years  of  tipping,  A bulldoser  was  employed  to  le^rel  out  the 
tin  and  co\^er  it  witii  soil,  with  the  result  of  approrsimately  one  acre  add.ed  to 
the  field.  A quarra'-  nesn  Robs  Graave,  TlTomley  is  no'w  being  used  for  tipping.

The  Food  Ifygiene  Reg^Jlations,  1955  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  January , 1 95^  • 
publicity  campaign  was  instigated,  to  inform  the  public,  shopkeepers  and  cafe 
id  hotel  proprietors  of  the  requirements  of  the  iict.  Letters  were  sent  to 
■oprietors  of  all  types  of  food  premises  and  their  attention  was  called  to 
leir  obligations  under  the  Act,  a gmde  issued  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
lucation  was  enclosed. 

It  was  hoped  to  follow  up  the  letter  by  a visit,  but  concentration  on 
)using  Balicy  and  routine  duties  cirrtailed  the  number  of  visits  possible. 

The  preml.ses  kncAvn  not  to  be  complying  with  the  Regulations  were  visited 
id  requested  to  carry  out  the  necessary  requirements.  Most  mobile  vans  operating 
1 the  district  ncn7  coiigsly  v/ith  the  Regulations.
